Dear  Doctor  Clary: 

I  received  your  notice  of  date  of 
September  25,  1969,  which  I  am  re- 
turning. It  is  quite  apparent  that  you 
are  not  familiar  with  me  or  my  record 
at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  so 
please  let  me  refresh  you. 

No.  1.  Top  of  class  for  four  years. 

No.  2.  Founder  and  editor  of  the 
Skull  and  Bones,  a  weekly  student 
publication  devoted  to  constructive  crit- 
icism. Dr.  Stuart  McGuire,  the  finest 
dean  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
ever  had,  had  an  inspiration  and  a 
vision  of  a  new  college  to  be  erected 
exactly  where  it  stands  today,  which 
was  to  be  through  progressive  growth 
a  school  that  stood  second  to  none  in 
the  South  and  was  to  continue  to  be 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  I  feel 
honored  to  have  been  a  member  of  the 
Alumni  Association  for  fifty-one  years 
but  as  of  today,  I  terminate  that  mem- 
bership since  it  is  no  longer  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  but  to  quote 
you  "it  becomes  a  part  of  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University."  To  be 
more  definitive  it  is  now  wearing  an 
inglorious  label,  Health  Science  Divi- 
sion of  the  Virginia  Commonwealth 
University.  I  know  nothing  of  R.  P.  I. 
and  care  less,  but  VCU  is  a  bastard 
child  of  an  illegitimate  father.  Mills  E. 
Godwin  will  evidently  in  his  memoirs 
point  to  the  creation  of  this  new  uni- 
versity with  a  pride  of  gubernatorial 
accomplishment.  Possibly  he  wanted  to 
fill  the  generation  gap  with  a  medical 
school  founded  in  1838  which  has  never 
closed  its  doors  even  during  the  in- 
ternecine struggle  from  1861  to  1865. 


While  it  is  true  that  many  of  the  finest 
medical  schools  are  integral  parts  of 
their  universities  such  as  Harvard,  Co- 
lumbia, Cornell,  Johns  Hopkins,  none 
of  them  are  adopted  nor  did  they  lose 
their  individual  identity  by  the  creation 
of  a  new  university.  I  have  always 
been  proud  to  state  that  I  am  a  doctor 
of  medicine  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  Class  1918,  and  I  believe  I 
voice  the  sentiments  of  all  of  my  fellow 
alumni  who  graduated  as  I  did  from 
the  school.  Realizing  from  my  youth 
that  I  would  become  a  doctor,  I  could 
have  selected  Harvard,  Columbia,  or 
Hopkins  but  I  chose  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  because  I  envisioned 
a  great  future  built  on  a  glorious  past. 
All  of  this  will  become  only  treasured 
memories.  The  Egyptian  Building, 
known  nationally  as  a  perfect  example 
of  that  architecture,  was  a  classroom 
for  me,  dearly  cherished  and  perpet- 
uated, I  trust,  in  my  design  on  the  class 
rings  some  of  you  may  be  wearing. 

Over  the  years  I  have  contributed  to 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Alumni 
fund.  This  I  will  no  longer  do  but  will 
be  glad  to  send  flowers.

School  of  Medicine 

The  medical  school  is  in  a  state  of 
change  and  uncertainty  steming  from 
forces  of  both  a  local  and  national 
nature.  On  the  national  level  the  pres- 
sures are  actualized  in  the  form  of 
grant  awards  and  from  the  viewpoint 
of  the  Dean's  office  there  are  three 
grants  of  major  significance.  One  is 
the  General  Research  Support  grant 
which  is  keyed  to  the  amount  of  re- 
search grant  awards  the  faculty  is  able 
to  competitively  achieve  through  the 
traditional  review  process.  Depending 
on  how  much  these  individual  grants 
total,  a  school  is  awarded  a  propor- 
tionate sum  which  is  intended  to  sup- 
port and  encourage  young  faculty 
members  and  to  allow  the  school  to 
redress  inbalances  between  strong  and 
weak  departments.  These  funds  in  the 
past  have  been  used  for  these  purposes 
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but  with  the  passage  of  several  years 
of  stable  level  funding  in  the  face  of 
rising  costs  they  are  in  fact  committed 
before  the  fact  to  pay  expenses  and 
nothing  is  left  to  be  used  for  the  con- 
tinued development  of  the  school. 

The  basic  improvement  grant  (PL 
89-290)  is  an  outright  grant  based  on 
the  number  of  medical  students.  It  is 
an  educational  grant  and  it  also  is  of 
enormous  value  to  the  school  but  as  in 
the  case  of  the  general  research  sup- 
port grant  it  has  not  kept  abreast  of 
the  rising  costs  and  increased  demands. 
A  related  but  competitively  awarded 
grant  is  the  Special  Improvement 
Grant  which  has  the  lofty  goal  of  al- 
lowing schools  to  truly  enrich  their 
educational  menu.  Unfortunately  the 
traditional  NIH  reference  of  quality 
has  yielded  in  the  face  of  societal  pres- 
sures and  budgetary  undernourishment 
to  more  practical  considerations  such 
as  class  size,  willingness  to  increase 
enrollment,  geographic  distribution  in 
terms  of  the  area  the  school  serves,  the 
financial  needs  of  the  school,  and  the 
likelihood  of  its  continued  accredita- 
tion. For  the  past  two  years  our  school 
has  been  told  that  its  needs  are  not  as 
great  as  some  50-60  other  medical 
schools  which  is  reassuring  in  a  rela- 


tive sense  but  frustrating  in  our  de- 
sire to  maintain  momentum. 

The  pressure  to  increase  enrollment 
is  irresistible  while  the  need  for  physi- 
cians is  somewhat  less  forcefully  docu- 
mented. The  case  is  strengthened  if 
you  think  in  terms  of  health  consum- 
ers rather  than  patients.  The  distinc- 
tion is  fundamental  for  it  determines 
the  size  of  the  efforts  that  will  be  made 
in  medical  education  versus  that  de- 
voted to  expanding  the  roles  of  allied 
health  profession  personnel. 

As  an  ecological  aside,  we  medical 
school  administrators  are  encouraged 
to  expand  enrollment  and  recruit  on 
the  one  hand,  yet  on  the  other  there  is 
to  my  mind  the  discouraging  notion 
expressed  that  practicing  physicians 
will  be  re-examined  as  a  condition  to 
relicensure. 

To  mention  but  a  few  other  con- 
temporary forces,  medical  schools  have 
been  urged  to  assume  the  responsibility 
for  postgraduate  training  programs  on 
the  grounds  that  these  are  part  and 
parcel  of  the  educational  process.  In 
addition  the  schools  have  been  invited 
to,  or  admonished  for  not  having  as- 
sumed, a  greater  role  in  the  delivery  of 
health  care.  Time  does  not  permit  a 
discussion  of  these  matters  but  they

School  of  Nursing 

The  first  step  toward  implementing 
our  revised  undergraduate  curriculum 
was  taken  this  fall  when  we  admitted 
no  freshman  students.  Under  our  re- 
vised plan  we  will  be  admitting  stu- 
dents to  our  upper  division  major  at 
the  junior  year  in  1971,  after  two  years 
of  prescribed  study  at  the  Academic 
Division  of  our  University  or  in  ac- 
credited junior  and  senior  colleges  else- 
where. With  administrative  support  to 
employ  a  person  to  visit  each  high 
school  in  Virginia  and  nearby  states 
during  last  year  to  interpret  the  change 
in  our  basic  curriculum,  we  are  ex- 
cited over  the  fact  that  1,545  requests 
have  been  received  to  forward  prelim- 
inary applications,  and  97  completed 
preliminary  applications  have  been  re- 
turned for  admission  in  1971,  37  for 
admission  in  1972,  and  3  for  admis- 
sion in   1973. 

Without  entering  freshmen,  our  en- 
rollment for  the  1969-70  year  stands 
at  286  including  16  more  in  the  clini- 
cal years  than  last  year.  Of  this  num- 
ber, six  are  full-time  graduate  students, 
17  are  registered  nurse  students.  We 
also  have  six  part-time  graduate  stu- 
dents enrolled. 

We  started  the  1969-70  academic 
session  with  49  faculty  members,  with 
four  holding  doctor's  degrees,  36  hold- 
ing master's  degrees,  and  nine  holding 
baccalaureate  degrees.  Of  the  latter, 
four  are  in  the  process  of  completing 
requirements  for  the  master's  degree 
during  the  coming  year. 

Three  of  our  first  master  students, 
enrolled  in  1968  and  completing  their 
degree  requirements  this  year,  have 
joined  our  faculty. 

We  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  a 
senior  student  in  the  school  of  nursing 
was  elected  president  of  the  Student 
Association  of  the  Health  Sciences  Di- 
vision and  another  senior  student  was 
elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  National  Student  Nurses'  Associa- 
tion. 

The  School,  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Betty  Gwaltney,  director  of  con- 
tinuing  education,   is   sponsoring  the 
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first  National  Conference  on  Continu- 
ing Education  for  Nurses  in  Williams- 
burg in  November.  It  is  expected  that 
75  delegates  from  throughout  the  na- 
tion will  be  attending  this  important 
meeting. 

We  appreciate  the  continuing  sup- 
port of  the  nursing  alumnae  and  look 
forward  to  working  with  the  member- 
ship in  various  projects  throughout  this 
next  year.

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
alumni  and  the  School  of  Nursing, 
Medical  College  of  Virginia,  will  have 
Dr.  Luther  Christman,  dean  of  Van- 
derbilt  University  School  of  Nursing  as 
guest  speaker  for  the  nursing  lecture- 
ship. Doctor  Christman  will  speak  on 
the  subject,  "Nursing  Education.  .  .  . 
Nursing  Service.  .  .  .  Where  Do  They 
Meet?"  The  lecture  is  on  November 
21,  1969,  at  1:30  p.m.,  at  St.  Paul's 
Episcopal  Church,  819  East  Grace 
Street,  Richmond.

The  Medical  Colleg  of  Virginia  en- 
rolled more  than  1600  students  this 
fall  in  ten  schools  in  the  health  and 
biological  sciences. 

A  look  at  the  1969-70  academic 
year  for  MCV  shows  new  classroom 
facilities  for  the  schools  of  medicine 
and  dentistry:  a  start  toward  establish- 
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ing  new  curriculum  plans  for  the 
schools  of  nursing  and  pharmacy;  the 
start  of  a  new  B.S.  degree  program 
in  dental  hygiene  and  a  new  certificate 
program  for  nurse  anesthetists;  new 
master's  degree  offerings  in  psychiatric 
nursing  and  maternal  and  child  health; 
and  new  tuition  rates  to  meet  a  con- 
tinuing rise  in  costs  for  salaries,  sup- 
plies, and  physical  plant  maintenance 
and  operation. 

With  480  students,  the  school  of 
medicine  will  have  the  largest  total  en- 
rollment this  year,  followed  by  den- 
tistry with  337  students.  Both  medi- 
cine and  dentistry  have  increased 
entering  class  sizes;  medicine  from  128 
to  135  freshmen;  dentistry  from  80  to 
100. 

Enrollment  also  is  up  for  the  school 
of  graduate  studies  which  had  106 
students  last  year  and  has  registered 
150  thus  far  for  this  year.  Four  of  the 
new  graduate  students  will  be  enrolled 
in  the  new  master's  degree  programs 
in  maternal  and  child  health  or  psy- 
chiatric nursing. 


Charles  P.  Cardwell,  Jr.,  has  retired 
as  vice-president  for  development  and 
community  relations  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia.

Miss  Fritsch  assumed  on  Sep- 
tember 8  her  new  duties  as  director  of 
nursing  services  for  the  University's 
four  teaching  hospitals,  the  Clinical 
Center  for  self-care  patients,  and  the 
A.  D.  Williams  out-patient  clinic.  She 
will  direct  more  than  1300  employees 
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and  will  plan  and  implement  in-service 
training  and  continuing  education  pro- 
grams for  those  employees. 

She  also  will  be  responsible  for  co- 
ordinating programs  of  the  school  of 
nursing  which  involve  student  nurse  as- 
signments to  patient  units  for  clinical 
experience,  and  she  will  help  develop 
a  new  pharmacy  service  in  conjunction 
with  the  hospital  pharmacy  and  the 
school  of  pharmacy. 

Miss  Fritsch  received  a  B.S.  degree 
in  education  in  1953  from  Teachers 
College,  Anthenaeum  of  Ohio  in  Cin- 
cinnati, and  a  master's  degree  in  ad- 
ministration of  hospital  nursing  service 
in  1968  from  Columbia  University 
Teachers  College.  She  is  a  1959  regis- 
tered nurse  graduate  of  Mercy  School 
of  Nursing,  Toledo,  Ohio. 

Miss  Fritsch  formerly  was  director 
of  nursing  service  at  St.  Mary's  Hos- 
pital in  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  and  was  an 
associate  director  of  nursing  at  Mercy 
Hospital,  1961-63.  She  is  a  member  of 
the  National  League  for  Nursing;  the 
Ohio  State  Nurses  Association;  Kappa 
Delta  Pi,  national  honor  society;  and 
Pi  Lamda  Theta,  national  honor  so- 
ciety for  women  in  higher  education. 


The  appointment  of  Mr.  Ralph  M. 
Ware,  Jr.,  as  director  of  development 
and  the  appointment  of  Mr.  William  O. 
Edwards  as  director  of  University  re- 
lations, both  of  whom  will  have  Uni- 
versity-wide responsibilities,  has  been 
announced. 

Mr.  Ware,  a  native  of  Berryville, 
Virginia,  will  concentrate  his  efforts  on 
programs  of  long-range  financial  devel- 
opment of  the  University,  exclusive  of 
support  received  from  the  General 
Fund  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Vir- 
ginia. While  the  General  Assembly  has 
markedly  increased  support  of  both  di- 
visions of  the  University  in  recent 
years,  it  is  expected  that  we  will  also 
vigorously  seek  private  funds  from 
friends,  alumni,  industry,  and  founda- 
tions. Mr.  Ware  will  also  assist  me  in 
telling  the  VCU  story  to  the  General 
Assembly. 

Mr.  Edwards  will  be  responsible  for 
the  development  of  a  University  pro- 
gram of  interpreting  VCU  to  its  many 
publics  and  will  assist  the  office  of  the 
president  in  various  special  assign- 
ments. He  will  also  continue  his  rep- 
resentation of  VCU  in  Federal  govern- 
ment programs  which  relate  to  broad 


University  involvement,  in  which  area 
he  has  devoted  considerable  effort  in 
the  past  several  years.  As  a  portion  of 
his  responsibilities  he  will  coordinate 
all  University  publications. 


Thomas  F.  Anderson,  Jr.,  has  been 
appointed  to  a  newly  created  position 
as  business  administrator  for  the  school 
of  medicine  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia.  Anderson's  appointment,  with 
the  title  of  assistant  professor  of  medi- 
cal education,  was  effective  June  10  by 
action  of  the  VCU  Board  of  Visitors. 

Anderson  will  have  responsibilities 
in  the  dean's  office  of  the  school  of 
medicine  to  work  with  hospitals 
throughout  Virginia  on  regional  medi- 
cal and  government-sponsored  health 
care  programs,  to  administer  the 
budget,  gifts,  and  grants  for  the  school 
of  medicine,  and  to  assist  in  establish- 
ing new  programs  such  as  in  planning 
now  underway  for  a  new  department 
of  family  practice  for  the  MCV  medi- 
cal school. 

He  also  will  be  responsible  for  de- 
veloping a  new  school  of  medicine 
teaching  program  designed  to  prepare 
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medical  students  in  the  business  as- 
pects of  health  care  administration  and 
in  procedures  for  establishing  private 
practices. 

Under  this  new  teaching  program, 
he  will  be  preceptor  for  a  course  in  ad- 
ministrative medicine  to  be  offered  as 
a  medical  school  elective  for  the  first 
time  next  year.  The  course  offering  will 
include  problems  in  day-to-day  admin- 
istration of  a  large  teaching  hospital, 
medical  school  curriculum  develop- 
ment, postgraduate  education,  and  the 
inter-relationship  of  the  medical  school 
dean's  office  and  University  Hospitals 
with  Federal-sponsored  health  care 
programs. 


At  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia, 
Dr.  Andrew  T.  Canada  has  been  ap- 
pointed an  assistant  professor  of 
pharmacy  in  the  school  of  pharmacy 
and  assistant  director  of  the  University 
Hospitals'  pharmacy,  clinical  services 
division. 


Dr.  Charles  C.  Rogers,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  radiology  at  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia,  will  spend  the  next 
two  years  at  Hammersmith  Hospital  in 
London  for  research  and  training  in 
fast  neutron  therapy  under  a  research 
fellowship  from  the  National  Cancer 
fnstitute. 


Leadbetter  Construction  Company  of 
Hanover  county. 

The  new  facility,  to  be  built  on  a 
90-acre  tract  in  Hanover  county,  15 
miles  north  of  Richmond,  will  provide 
housing  and  laboratory  quarters  for 
larger  research  animals,  such  as  horses, 
goats,  and  hogs.  These  animals  pres- 
ently are  boarded  at  several  area  farms. 

Construction  of  a  barn,  a  laboratory 
and  animal-holding  building,  and  a 
$30,000  sewage  disposal  system  is 
slated  for  completion  in  early  March. 
1970.  The  construction  will  be  fi- 
nanced through  state  and  local  funds 
and  matching  funds  from  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health. 


Five  new  assistant  professors  have 
joined  the  faculty  at  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia.  They  are  Dr.  Marshall 
L.  Houston  and  Dr.  Duane  E.  Haines 
in  anatomy,  Dr.  Edgar  E.  Hanna  in 
microbiology,  Dr.  James  M.  Collins  in 
biochemistry,  and  Dr.  Ivan  J.  Lipman 
in  neurology. 
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Bernard  A.  Kuzava  has  been  ap- 
pointed educational  director  for  the 
new  school  of  nurse  anesthetists  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia.  The 
school  of  nurse  anesthetists  is  an  18- 
month  postgraduate  course  for  regis- 
tered nurses  that  is  being  offered  for 
the  first  time  this  year  at  MCV. 

The  program  leading  to  a  certificate 
in  nurse  anesthesiology  is  the  first  new 
program  to  be  implemented  under  the 
new  school  of  allied  health  professions 
which  was  created  last  January  1  by 
the  VCU  Board  of  Visitors  to  adminis- 
ter present  programs  in  health-related 
professions  and  develop  new  programs 
in  that  field. 


Dr.  N.  Herbert  Spector,  a  physiol- 
ogist in  the  school  of  medicine  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia,  has  been 
appointed  a  visiting  professor  to  the 
faculty  of  medicine  at  the  University 
of  Lyon,  France.  The  appointment  is 
effective  October  1. 

Dr.  Spector  will  spend  a  year  as 
visiting  professor  in  the  department  of 
physiology  at  the  University  of  Lyon 
conducting  research  studies  in  tempera- 
ture regulation  and  sensory  physiology. 
His  tenure  at  the  University  of  Lyon, 
which  has  one  of  the  leading  neuro- 
physiology laboratories  in  the  world,  is 
being  sponsored  by  the  French  govern- 
ment. 


The  contract  for  construction  of  a 
new  $309,890  research  animal  facility 
for  MCV  was  awarded  this  week  to 


A  new  cystic  fibrosis  clinic  opened 
in  mid-October  at  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia.  The  clinic  will  be  the  only 
one  for  cystic  fibrosis  patients  in  the 
Richmond  area  and  the  third  such 
clinic  in  the  state.  The  other  two  clinics 
are  located  at  Charlottesville  and  at 
Norfolk.  The  MCV  clinic  will  provide 
a  comprehensive  care  program  using 
multiple  disciplines  in  the  University 
Hospitals  to  care  for  the  family  with 
cystic  fibrosis. 


Harry  Richard  Hester  has  been  ap- 
pointed assistant  dean  of  students  for 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  Hes- 
ter, director  of  housing  at  MCV,  since 
January,  1959,  will  continue  to  direct 
the  housing  program  for  more  than 
1600  students  and  housestaff.  In  his 
new  post  as  assistant  dean  of  students, 
he  will  assume  more  of  the  administra- 
tive and  counseling  functions  on  per- 
sonal and  adjustment  problems  now 
centered  in  the  office  of  the  dean  of 
students.
